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More than 200 works of art acquired during 1973 by the Cleveland Museum 
of Art go on display January 30 in the Museum’s annual Year in Review exhibition^ 
which continues through March 17 . 

The Year in Review exhibit includes several unqualified masterpieces^ 
according to Museum Director Sherman E. Lee^ and is the only time that visitors 
will be able to see the works assembled together in one gallery. 

"We believe this Year in Review fulfills our aim of presenting a rich and 
varied diet -- rewarding on many levels and corresponding to the almost infinitely 
complex interests and moods of the beholder." 

Among the most significant additions in the field of European art^ Dr. Lee 
said^ are the Portrait of a Young Lady , by Agnolo Bronzino^ the first major 
Italian mannerist painting to be included in the Museum collection^ and the 
colorful Portrait of Comte Palatiano in the Costume of a Palikare by Eugene 
Delacroix. 

Included among the fine European sculptures acquired during the year^ he 
said^ are works by Antonio Lombardo and Adriaen de Vries ^ and a male figure by 
Franz Ignaz Gunther^ the third work in the Museum by that master of the South 
German baroque . 

New works in the department of prints and drawings include Study of Plants 
on a Bank , by Federico Barocci^ and Adam and Eve , the well-known Rembrandt 


etching which demonstrates the artist’s master of light. 


A masterpiece added to the Oriental collection is the early Cambodian 
Krishna Govardhana , a 6th Century sculpture which^ said Dr. Lee^ **has had an 
unparalleled history of admiration by writers on Oriental art.” 

He added^ ”With our four other sculptures of the same period^ the acquisition 
of the Krishna provides the keystone for a pre-Angkor collection unmatched in 
the Western world.” 

Previously unrepresented in the Museum* s Chinese painting collection are 
early Ming paintings -- two Imperial Buddhist hanging scrolls and a rare landscape 
handscroll by Shih Jui. 

"A true treasure object from the golden age of Chinese decorative arts is 
the T*ang Dynasty bronze mirror^ with its back lacquered and inlaid with a gold 
and silver design of birds^ butterflies^ and flowers. It is certainly the best 
preserved and finest of its kind outside the Far East^** Dr. Lee declared. 

In the field of Japanese art two outstanding accessions are a large 13th 
Century wood sculpture of the Shinto deity Zap Gongen and a pair of screens, 

Winter Day -- Summer Night , by Maruyama Okyo. 

The Museum’s collection of contemporary art was increased with works by 
Jasper Johns, John Chamberlain, and Burgoyne Diller. Photographs acquired 
included major prints by Ansel Adams, Brassai, Henri Cartier-Bresson, and 
Walker Evans. 

The Year in Review is shown in the Museum’s Upper Exhibition Gallery. There 
is no admission charge. Museum hours are from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays; from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m, on Wednesdays; from 9 a.m. to 
5 p.m. on Saturdays, and from 1 to 5 p.m. on Sundays.
